To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  twenty-second  Annual 
Report  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical 
Ofiicer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services,  and  with 
the  amalgamation  of  the  former  Todmorden  and  Brighouse 
divisions  he  now  has  similar  functions  and  responsibilities 
in  respect  of  the  other  seven  districts  in  the  enlarged  division 
which  includes  all  the  County  area  served  by  the  Halifax 
Hospitals.  This  scheme  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of 
Local  Authority  Health  Services. 

In  1968  there  were  133  live  births  and  the  birth  rate  was 
15.0  per  thousand.  These  figures  are  slightly  lower  than 
those  for  1967.  The  death  rate  was  18.0  and  was  the  highest 
for  many  years.  There  has  been  an  alteration  in  the  classifica- 
tion of  causes  of  death  this  year,  so  it  is  not  possible  to  give 
a direct  comparison  with  previous  years.  The  principal 
causes  of  death  show  little  change,  the  commonest  being 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation  and  cerebral  vascular 
disease.  This  high  death  rate  from  degenerative  conditions  is 
only  to  be  expected  with  the  large  proportion  of  elderly 
people  in  the  district 
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The  regulations  regarding  the  notification  of  infectious 
diseases  were  amended  during  1968,  first  when  infective 
jaundice  was  made  notifiable  in  June,  and  then  in  October 
the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968, 
made  some  further  additions  and  changes.  The  most 
prevalent  infection  notified  was  measles,  of  which  there  were 
8 cases  early  in  the  year.  An  intensive  vaccination  campaign 
was  started  in  April,  and  a total  of  1 922  susceptible  children 
were  vaccinated  in  this  Health  Division. 

Last  year  I reported  proposals  to  develop  new  clinic 
premises  in  Hebden  Bridge  and  Mytholmroyd.  The  plans 
were  completed  and  the  work  was  put  in  hand  in  1968.  In 
Mytholmroyd  we  shall  have  purpose  built  premises  which 
will  accommodate  general  practitioners,  their  receptionist 
and  the  district  nurse  in  addition  to  local  authority  services 
such  as  infant  welfare  and  chiropody  clinics.  In  Hebden 
Bridge  a house  adjoining  the  group  practice  premises  has 
been  adapted  to  make  a clinic.  These  developments  should 
provide  better  accommodation  for  our  clinics  and  help  to 
further  co-operation  and  co-ordination  between  the  various 
branches  of  the  Health  Service. 

The  services  provided  for  old  people  in  the  district  con- 
tinue to  develop.  Four  wardens  are  now  employed,  one  of 
whom  supervises  a group  of  old  persons’  flats,  and  the  other 
three  visit  selected  cases  in  private  houses  in  various  parts  of 
the  district.  The  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  and  the  Luncheon 
Club  organised  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  con- 
tinued to  function  and  were  very  much  appreciated.  The 
chiropody  scheme,  which  is  now  operated  by  the  County 
Council,  arranged  for  517  patients  to  receive  2505  treatments 
in  the  clinics,  and  a further  291  patients  who  were  unable  to 
attend,  received  1357  treatments  at  home. 

Brucella  organisms  were  found  in  milk  samples  on  two 
occasions  during  the  year.  Individual  cow  samples  were 
obtained  from  the  two  herds  concerned  and  two  infected 
cows  were  found.  The  farmers  concerned  were  most 
co-operative  in  helping  to  identify  and  isolate  these  animals, 
and  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  requiring  them 
to  submit  their  milk  to  heat  treatment.  Routine  sampling  of 
private  water  supplies  showed  three  to  be  subject  to  pollution 
and  a further  supply  wasTound  to  contain  lead.  Improve- 
ments were  effected  by  installation  of  new  pipes  or  by  con- 
necting to  the  public  mains. 
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In  1968  the  Council  agreed  to  further  clearance  of  unfit 
properties.  During  the  year  56  houses  were  represented  as 
unfit  and  36  demolished.  The  Council  built  28  new  dwellings 
during  this  period  but  only  six  families  required  to  be 
re-housed  as  a result  of  the  clearance  action.  It  is  the  policy 
of  the  Council  to  encourage  the  improvement  of  older 
properties  where  this  is  possible,  and  this  year  43  such 
improvements  were  completed  with  grant  aid.  It  is  becom- 
ing increasingly  important  to  ensure  that  improved  houses 
are  not  affected  by  neighbouring  properties  which  may  be 
neglected  and  legislation  has  now  been  drawn  up  which  will 
permit  the  Council  to  take  steps  to  ensure  that  whole  blocks 
and  indeed  whole  areas  are  brought  up  to  an  acceptable 
standard. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and  to 
thank  Mr.  Tindall,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the  numer- 
ous problems  of  the  Health  Department.

Section  II 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 

SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  the 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary;  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View 
Hospital  for  mentally  sub-normal  patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g..  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.),  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required;  they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “Leeds  Hospital  Region” 
which  in  fact  extends  into1  all  three  Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot 
covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholmroyd,  which  is  covered 
by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambulance  Service  under  an 
agency  agreement  for  hospital  admissions.  For  other  work 
arrangements  are  made  through  the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse 
Ambulance  Depot. 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and  Bradford  and 
by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at  Leeds.  There 
are  also  facilities  for  the  examination  of  clinical  specimens, 
including  cervical  smears,  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti -Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
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Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti -toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  and  measles 
vaccines  are  also  issued,  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangements.

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  here  every  Wednesday  and 
Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  attendance  on  Wed- 
nesday afternoon  together  with  the  Health  Visitors.

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  convenience  of  mothers. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  is  available  for  use  in  the  homes  in 
cases  requiring  it.  Portable  incubators  are  available  at  both 
the  Halifax  and  Todmorden  Ambulance  Stations  should  it 
be  necessary  to  transfer  a premature  infant  to  hospital. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 

C Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 
MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hep  ton  districts;  the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  Mytholm- 
royd  and  part  of  Sowerby  Bridge  Urban  District.

ANALGESIA 


The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District. 

D.  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1968  108  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Helps,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  10,456,  as  compared  with  10,406  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  helt>  is  required  owing  to  the  ore^nce  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  108  cases  attended  in  1968,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons: — 106  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  2 maternity. 

F.  Care  and  After  Care 

Special  provisions  are  in  operation  for  the  care  and  after 
care  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  mental  illness 
or  sub -normality,  venereal  disease,  and  other  illness, 

TUBERCULOSIS 

A full-time  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  employed  m 
the  division.  She  attends  the  chest  clinics  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  and  his  helped  to  forge  a valuable  link 
with  the  hospital  service.  She  is  also  responsible  for  visiting 
patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace  and  supervise  their  con- 
tacts. In  1968  visits  were  paid  to  128  households  in  the 
division.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  nineteenth 
annual  report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
Cleansing  Superintendent. 

The  number  of  dwellinghouses  in  the  area  again  shows 
a slight  nett  increase,  new  building  being  equally  divided 
between  the  local  authority  and  private  builders. 

There  still  remain  some  600  houses  without  separate 
toilet  facilities,  which  is  15%  of  all  houses  in  the  district. 
29%  of  houses  have  no  bath,  and  34%  have  no  wash  basin. 
These  percentages  are  reducing  slowly,  but  progressively, 
year  by  year,  due  partly  to  demolition  of  unfit  property  but 
equally  to  the  improvement  of  property  by  means  of  standard 
and  discretionary  improvement  grants. 

I wish  to  place  on  record  the  excellent  work  carried  out 
by  all  the  staff  of  the  department,  technical,  administrative 
and  manual. 
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My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dr.  N.  E.  Gordon,  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  to  the  other  chief  officers  of 
the  Council  who  have  willingly  supplied  certain  information 
from  their  records  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

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NUISANCES  AND  GENERAL  INSPECTIONS 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  investigated 
again  shows  an  increase.  Over  forty  per  cent,  of  all  com- 
plaints were  of  rodent  infestations.  Of  the  remainder,  the 
most  frequent  cause  of  complaint  was  defective  drainage. 

The  poultry  manure  drying  plant  at  Top  Land,  Myth- 
olmrcyd,  has  again  been  the  cause  of  complaint  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year  even  though  considerable  improvement 
had  been  effected.  I firmly  believe  that  if  these  plants  can  be 
operated  economically  and  without  nuisance  they  can  pro- 
vide the  answer  to  a very  great  and  increasing  disposal  prob- 
lem, for  the  only  alternative  method  at  present  is  by  disposal 
on  land,  and  this  can  give  rise  to  severe  nuisance.  Disposal 
on  land  often  means  that  raw  manure  has  to  be  conveyed 
through  the  streets  to  the  disposal  point  some  distance  away. 
On  a number  of  occasions  during  the  year  poultry  keepers 
and  farmers  have  had  to  be  threatened  with  proceedings 
under  the  Council’s  bye-laws  regarding  carriage  through  the 
streets  of  offensive  matter  or  liquid.  This  action  has  resulted 
in  the  purchase  of  properly  constructed  vehicles  or  trailers. 
Nevertheless,  these  vehicles  are  often  found  to  be  in  a very 
filthy  condition.

Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  five  areas 
during  the  year  totalling  49  houses.  Compulsory  Purchase 
Orders  were  made  i*n  respect  of  the  Marshall  Terrace,  Bank- 
foot,  Lees  Road,  and  Holme  Place  areas,  and  a Clearance 
Order  was  made  in  respect  of  the  Gibraltar  area.  All  these 
orders,  with  the  exception  of  Holme  Place,  were  confimed 
during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Three  private  supplies  were  found  to  be  polluted  during 
the  year.

Food  inspection 

The  only  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  is  operated  by*  a 
firm  of  wholesale  butchers.  One  hundred  per  cent,  inspection 
of  all  animals  killed  has  been  carried  out.  No  lesions  of 
tuberculosis  were  found  during  the  year,  and  only  five  cases 
of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  diagnosed.  Whilst  the  incidence 
of  these  two  diseases  continues  to  be  negligible,  other  condi- 
tions, although  showing  no  appreciable  increase  over  1967 
do  account  for  quite  a considerable  quantity  of  meat  con- 
demned. Parasitic  infestation  of  livers  is  the  most  frequent 
cause  of  condemnation  and  pneumonia  in  pigs  is  quite 
common.
